STEEL COMPA 
RAISES PAY OF 


ee 


U.S. Corporation Grants 
10 Per Gent Boost— 
Living Gost Cited, 


New York, Nov. 21.—The United 
States Steel corporation tonight an- 
nounced an increase of 10 per cent in 
the wages of the employés of its steel 
and iron companies, effective Dec. 15 
next. Wage and salary advances in 
other departments of the corporation 
also will be equitably adjusted, it is 
stated. 

The increase affects in all about 
200,000 employés, and probably adds 
nearly $20,000,000 to the corporation’s 
annual pay roll. 

The increase in wages affects the 
Carnegie Steel company, the National 
Tube company, the American Bridge 
company, the American Sheet and Tin- 
plate company, and the American Steel 
and Wire company. 


CITE ABNORMAL CONDITIONS. 
“Ordinarily the question of wages 
would not come up for consideration or 
detision at this time of the year/’ said 
Chairman Elbert H. Gary it making 
the announcement, “ hut in consequence 


ing it has been decided to increase the 
wage rates of our fron and steel com- 
panies about 10 per cent, to take ‘effect 
Dec. 15. <As to other departments, in- 
creases will be equitably proportioned.” 

Chairman Gary declined to make fur- 
ther comment, but another official of 
the corporation said the action of the

PAY ROLL NEAR $200,000,000. 

Total salaries and wages paid to the 
company’s 191,126 employés in 1915 ag- 
greated $176,800,864. Since that time the 
number of employés has greatly in-

It is ted the pay roll 
of the steel corporation at this time is 


vetween $190,000,000 and $200,000,000, 
which implies an increase of approxi- 
mately $20,000,000 under the higher rate 
of pay. 

The average wage or salary per em- 
ployé in 1915 was $2.02 a day, an in- 
crease of 4 cents daily over the pre- 
vious year. The advance to take effect 
in December will raise the average of 
wages and salaries to the highest level 
in the history of the corporation. 

NEW YORE RAISES 

Salary increases amounting to $1,14T,- 
180, for 18,400 employés of the city of 
New York, are provided for in the 1917 
‘wdget, it was disclosed today when the 
full list of increases was made public. 
The tax rate thereby is increased nearly 
one and a half points.

AN ILL FATED FAMILY. 
The death of Francis Joseph is a re- 
markable climax to the long list of 
tragedies in the Hapsburg family—a list 
unparalleled in any other reigning house 
in Europe. He dies in the midst of the 
world’s greatest war, which he himself 
largely brought about by his determina- 
tion to avenge the act of assassination 
of his heir, the Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand, as the result of an alleged Ser- 
bian conspiracy, while on a state visit 
to Bosnia on June 28, 1914. 

The aged monarch, although he had 
suffered serious inroads upon his health 
for many years past, was strong enough 
to keep a firm grip on affairs of state 
almost to the last. There were repeat- 
ed reports of a serious iliness from a 
bronchial affection, and freq ru- 
mors of his death, which were proven 
unfounded, when official announcements 
‘were made from Vienna, 

In November, 1915, on the oocasion of a 
viait of Emperor William of Germany to 
Vienna, it was rumored that Francis Jo- 
seph was about to make a possible move 
for a separate peace, but owing to the 
strict censorship in Austria there was no 
confirmation of such a report. 


THE FATEFUL ULTIMATUM. 

The ultimatum of July 23, 1914, which 
Francis Joseph sent to King Peter of 
Gerbia, denouncing the anti-Austrian 
propaganda in that country and dgmand- 
ing prompt punishment of the assassins 
of Archduke Ferdinand, was supposedly 
dictated by Francis Joseph himself, and 
it was this document that directly pre- 
cipitated the war now ravaging Burope 
Five days later, after Serbia had com- 
plied with all the demands with the ex- 
ception of agreeing to allow Austrian 
authorities to enter Serbia to stamp out 
the alleged anti-Austrian conspiracies, 
Francis Joseph declared war. 

SKETCH OF LATE EMPEROR. 

Francis Joseph, the son of Archduke 
Francis Charlies and the nephew of Fer- 
dinand, his predecessor on the throne, 
was born in 1830 and was crowned at the 
ese of 18. He therefore occupied a 
throne for a period greatér than his 
friend, Queen Victoria, although she as- 
sumed power eleven years before he did. 

His grandfather, the Emperor Francis, 
died in 1835, and was succeeded by Fer- 
dinand, the eldest son..

Austria and 
Hungary were made a single customs 
and commercial territory. Real prop- 
erty could be acquired legalis by any 
one in any part of the monarchy, which 
was a blow at Magyar exclusiveness. 
No reference to Hungary was made in 
the coronation provisions. The monarch 
was to be crowned only as emperor of 
Austria. ’ 

Trouble in Hungary. 

Immediately trouble occurred in Hun- 
gary and the constitution was never 
fully carried out. Extreme measures 
were taken against the Hungarian revo- 
lutionists. Under the absolutist advice 
of Schwarzenberg. the younger emperor 
declared that Hungary had forfeited all 


the rest of the monarchy without dis- 
tinction of race or tradition. 

The revolutionary diet then declared 
the dethromement of the Hapsburgs and 
pronounced Hungary a free state with 
Kossuth as dictator. Terrible punish- 
ment was meted out to the Hungarians, 
and about the same time the imperial 


A year later Austria and Prussia almost 
came to war over the latter's growing 
predominance in the German confedera- 
tion. Prussia backed down .on finding 
Russia as Austria's ally. 

Francis Joseph was at this time the 
most powerful monarch on the continent.

Her stepmother, formerly the Infante 
Maria Antonia, who was married to the 
late Duke Robert in 1884, is the young- 
est of the six sisters of Dom Migvel, 
pretender to the throne of Portugal. 
Dom Miguel’s.eldest son, Prince Mig- 
uel, Duke of Vizeu, married Miss Anita 
Stewart of New York. 


One Son and - ter. 

The Archduke Charles ncis Joseph 
has one son, the Archduke Francis Jo- 
seph Otto, born Nov. 20, 1912, and a 
daughter, born on Jan. 3, 1914. 
The new ruler is extremely..popular 
with the Austrian people. His wie 
was born May 9, 1892. Their distaste 
for imperial red tape in family. matters 
was evidenced recently when they were 
seen driving into the country from Vi- 
ena with a’ gocart strapped to the rear 
of their automobile. Arrived in the 
country, the two royal children were 
bundled into the gocart and the arch- 
duke and archduchess took turns wheel- 
ing them about. ; 


Favorite of Emperor. 
Archduke Charles Francis before the 
war was a typical young Austrian offi- 
cer, gay and popular. He has aged much 
during the two years of the war. He is 
devoted to his wife and was a favorite 
with the emperor. His predominant 
characteristics are tact and gracious- 
ness, which explain his popularity. 

The new emperor is an excellent shot, 
is fond of hunting, is an enthusiastic 
motorist, a patron of the opera and the 
theater. He is a good linguist, speaking 
German, Hungarian, French, English, 
Italian, Czech, and Polish.

He is described as an officer through 
and through. In his army there has 
has been nothing of the archduke about 
him. He has worked and studied and 
learned and observed and done his duty 
in every way without for one moment 
claiming or desiring any special consid- 
eration on account of his high rank. In- 
deed, he would have been very much 
surprised’ if anybody had suggested that 
he should be shown any extraordinary 
favors or preference. 


Began as Cavalry Lieutenant. 

He began as a cavalry lieutenant and 
Was most popular among his comrades, 
who never felt that an imperial] highness 
and future monarch was in their corps. 
He performed his duties with the utmost 
exactness and was just as punctilious 
in his behavior to the senior officers as 
any young subcitern.. No duty was too 
small. He carried out the routine work 
most carefully, and when he hedrd his 
young comrades grumbling would merely 
gay: 
“ t do you expect? Orders are or- 
ders.” . 
Going later into the infantry, the arch- 
duke always has looked back on the 
service in the cavalry as the most de- 
lightful time in his life. He was*proud 
to ride into a new garrison at the head 
of his. squadron, and it was generally 
said in the regiment that the officers in 
his squadron had the best time of any. 


Went to Public School. 
Archduke Charles Francis was the first 
of the members of the imperial house of 
Hapsburg that received his education 
in the public schools of the metropolis. 
He took his seat as a boy on the school 
benches beside the sons of working men 
and petty trades people, joining with 
them in their games in the recesses, 
nd thus getting into closer contact with 

people destined eventually to be- 
come his subjects than any other scion 
of the house of Hapsburg called to the 
throne. As a result the new emperor 
is immensely popular with all classes of 
the nation. 

Penfield Visited Him. 
1914, before the war began, Amer- 
ican Ambassador Penfield and his wife 
visited Archduke Charles at his modest

The archduke..was about to explain 
when his wife, Archduchess Zita, held

Afterward, as the archduke was walk- 
ing in the garden with Mr. Penfield, he 
remarked: ; 

** You wanted to know how I learned 
English. When I was courting my wife, 
she was still at school in a convent. I 
spent a long time on the Isle of Wight, 
so that I could her every day. That 
was where I ed English.” 


“Auerhahn” Strange Bi:d. 

Among the trophies that adorned the 
hall of Hetzendorf was a beautiful 
stuffed bird of a species Mr. Penfield 
had never seen before. The young cou- 
ple vied with each other trying to tell 
him what it is, but they only knew the 
German name, “auerhahn.” They told 
how the bird lived and how it was shot 
among the budding beeches of Bohemia. 
At the next court function, soon as 
the formal part was over, the archduke 
and his wife went up to Mr.” Penfield, 
eager ta@;tell him that they had found 
out all about the bird, that it was a 
* capericiizie,"" well known and care- 
fully fostered in Scotland. '

people. , 


New Empress Lived Modestly. 

Since her marriage the archduchess 
has lived in much more modest circum- 
stances than when she was in the home 
of her father, the late Duke of Parma, 
in Schwarzau, on the way to the Sem- 
mering. 

She has been very. modest in her dress, 
accommodating herself to her husband's 
moderate means, but after Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand’s death very different 
conditions surrounded her, for Archduke 
Charles took over the Este estate, which 
was left by the last Duke of Modena in 
1875 to the heir to the throne of Austria, 
with an extraordinary clause. 

The revenue from the estate, some 
$16,000,000 a year, was to be the prop- 
erty of each heir to the throne until he 
puts on the crown as long as there was 
no war between Austria and Italy. In 
case of war the capital was to become 
a war fund to be used for the reéstab- 


lishment of the duchy of Modena, and) 


presumably that was the use to which it 
was converted on the outbreak of the 
present war. 

When Archduke Charles’ two infant 
ghildren were taken from ‘the villa 
where they had lived with their parents 
in rustic simplicity to the palace, where 
they were surrounded with all the pomp 
and safezuards of royalty, they. cried 
piteously. And so did their mother, 
Archduchess Zita. 


Favorite of Old Emperor. 

When the assassinations at Sarajevo 
called Emperor-King Francis Joseph 
from his mountain retreat at Ischi to 
Vienna, Archduke Charles met him at 
the small railway station. near Schoen- 
brunn castle. Charles had been advised 
not to go there, as the emperor had sent 
word that he wished no reception. But 
the young archduke who hitherto had 
played the most unobtrusive role imagin- 
able now asserted himself and declared: 
‘The emperor can send me awsy if he 
does not want me.” 

But on arriving the-emperor took the 
archduke’s arm, made him get into the 
carriage with him, and took him up to 
his rooms in Schoenbrunn. Since then 
he has sent for him innumerable times, 
has consulted him on all questions, has 
asked him to bring his wife, ahd treats 
this yoyng prince as if he were his own 
grandchild. 

But the attitude of the people is still 
more remarkable. ‘When Charles: re- 
turned to. Hetzendorf from Schoenbrunn 
he was cheered by the multitude which 
a short time before had silently greeted 
the returning emperor. 


Once Reported Wounaed. 

In May, 1615, a report re -hed Paris 
from Warsaw stating that the young 
heir to the Austrian throne had been 
seriously wounded in battle in western 
Galicia. Splinters from -an exploding 
bomb entered the archduke’s right leg. 
causing wounds that made it necessary 
to rush the archduke to the military hos- 
pital at Knopitch at once, according to 
that report, which was never confirmed. 


Missed Being Co-Regent. 

If Emperor Francis Joseph had lived a 
little longer it is probable that the new 
ruler, Charles Francis, would have be- 
come co-regefit of the dual monarchy. 
Only a few days ago an announcement 
from Vienna stated that on Dec. 2, the 
sixty-eighth anniversary of his rule, the 
old emperor planned to proclaim the 
extension of the sovereign right to the 
heir. This was due to the desire of the 
emperor to shift from his aged shoulders

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ESTRANGEMENT OF EMPRESS 


HILD the marriage of Francis | 
Joseph was a love match. it 
was early In his wedded life 
that estramgement arose be- 
tween him and his wife, the 
Empress Elizabeth. When the latter 
was a bride the Viennese aristocracy 
held aloof from her. 
Her enemies bore her every tale that 
could? wound her pride and estrange her 
love. At last they succeeded. In a burst 
of pique she fled to’ her native Bavarite. 
She came back, but the Viennese never 
forgave her. They charged her with 
loving fox hunting in Ireland better than 
her duty and preferred to remember her 
always as the absent wife. 
Queen Is Assassinated. 
The estrangement widened. The em- 
peror was fond of pretty women and 
Vienna did not lack them. The empress 
grew more and more to consider herself 
“a dutiful sovereign lady,"’ and less and 
less a wife. The tragic death of her only 
son drew her nearer to her husband for 
a while, but there came a succeeding 
period of stronger repulsion, and there- 
after she almost disappeared from the 
Hofbur All the time, it was said, the 
emperor continued to love her.. 
A life of great unhappiness ended for

the emperor was wide and malicious. 
Of course, it found its way to the em- 
press, and there followed an incident 
which testifies to the empress’ uncom- 
mon delicacy and courage. — 

Nettled by the continual saumiliation 
of such distasteful scandal mongering, 
she devised a way to end it. One day 
she took her youngest daughter by the 
hand and, to the immeasurable aston- 
ishment of her guests, set out to pay 
a long call on Frau Schratt at her coun- 
try palace in Ischl, where ail the world 
knew the emperer spent hours daily. 
That ended it effectually. It was im- 
possible to gossip before the empress 
about a condition which she herself 
had socially legalized by her presence. 

Another Influence Appears. 

The last woman to exercise an influ- 
ence over the court was. Frau Ettlinger, 
who dawned on Francis Joseph's hori- 
zon as recentiy as March, 1915—since 
the war began. By sheer brains and 
energy she ousted other women who 
had been inflyential with him for years. 

Frau LEttlinger was described as 
neither young nor pretty, but of brains 
and intellectual equipment of a kind rare 
in frivolous Vienna. In the year and a 
half she had been solidly established as 
guide, philosopher, and friend. She had 
@ vast influence over the emperor in 
the matter of politics and encouraged 
him to look optimistically to the war's 
ending. She visited the war fronts fre- 
quently and her reports went directly 
to his majesty. 3

There were many parliamentary dif- 
ferences between Austria and Hungary, 
but the influence of the old emperor pre- 
vented anything like an uprising. Fiery 
Magyars made trouble now and again, 
but nothing occurred to test their actual 
loyalty to the sovereign. In 1889 a ter- 
rible sorrow came to the royal couple, 
when the crown prince and only son, 
Rudolph, was found murdered in a hunt- 
ing ludge at Mayerling, a suburb of 
Vienna. It.was said that he died by his 
own hand, but this is denied. The mys- 
tery has never been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. by 

But a greater sorrow yet was to come 
to the venerable monarch, for in 1898 
his wife, the unhappy empress, was as- 
sassinated by an Italian anarchist in 
Geneva. The empress had long been 
estranged from her husband, but it is 
said he had never ceased to respect and 
love her.

From that time to the great war the 
empire was torn by politica! dissension. 
Hungarian, Bohemian, Croatian, and 
other nationalities quzirreled in and out 
of parliament. Administration followed 
administration and premier followed 
premier until it seemed as though par- 
liamentary rule had proved a failure 
and that it was time to abandon liberal 
theories and return to absolutism. So- 
cialist and agrarian fought hand to hand 
in parliament while budgets went un- 
voted and all other business was ignored. 


Another Relative Assassinated. 


On the death of Rudolf the succession 
passed to the second brother of the em- 
peror, the Archduke Charles Louis, but 
he died in 1896. His son, Francis Fer- 
dinand, born in 1863, was next in line. 
He contracted a morganatic marrage 
and was compelled to agree that any 
children he might have would waive 
their rights to the throne. 

It was this heir, Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, who with his wife was as- 
sassinated in Sarajevo on that fatal day 
in June, 1914—the crime being specific- 
ally the event that brought on the great 
European war.

‘sunk because they were carrying 
contraband to the enemy. 

Since the beginning of the war 
3,322,000 tons of hostile shipping, of 
which 2,550,000 were English, have 
been lost owing to the war meas- 
ures of the central powers.

| passage of a state law making a bond 
a direct lien against the property sched- 
uled in it. The second called for the 
creation of @ central bond department 
where bonds might be examined and 
accepted or rejected at any hour of the 
day or night. 


Pay Competent Man. 

“A competent, well paid man should 
be the head of the department,” said 
Ald. Werner, “‘and he should have ac- 
cess to the records of the assessors ahd 
the board of review, so that an investi- 
gation can be made at once of all prop- 
erty offered for bonding purposes.”’ 

Judge John R. Newcomer of the Mu- 
nicipal court, Judge George F. Barrett 
of the Criminal court, and Sheriff Jon 
EE. Traeger were some of those who ¢p- 
peared before the subcommittee, 

“ These changes would help the situa- 
tion a lot,’’ said Judge Newcomer. “A 
central bond department would be splen- 
did. It would cut down the number of 
forfeitures, do away with the night 
work of the judges, and put a stop to 
much of the perjury that is. committed 
now.” 


Stop Property Transfers. 

“Tf you make the bond a lien on the 
property scheduled,” said Judge Bar- 
rett, “you will stop a good deal of the 
property transfers made in order to 
evade collection on the bond. But just 
because property is transferred is no 
reason why the people should allow 
the crooked bondsman to escape. The 
State’s attorney should follow up the 
forfeitures and collect.” 

Raymond T. O’Keefe of the American

The basis of muitary strength is a suf- 
ficient number of men and guns. On 
paper we possess twelve national guard 
divisions. With the exception of the 


New York division, every one is lacking 
in one or more of the rtillery, engineer, 


signal corps, hospital, and train units 


required. Thus their lack of complete 
organization immédiately makes a re- 
duction in the strength which the state- 
ment twelve divisions should imply. 


Aside from that, many of the units 


were so much below peace strength that 


22,000 men were needed to bring existing 


units to this strength. It would have 
“taken 186,000 men to have raised the 
national guard to its war strength of 
315,u00 men. 
othing like this number was ob- 
tained, even though the order was sent 
gut to recruit to war strength, and even 
though all states made vigorous efforts 
to recruit from the date of mobilization 
on. 
Machine Gun Lack Felt. * 
While unmus here and there succeeded 
in reaching war strength, the great ma- 
jority were not far above peace strength. 
and some of thom never reached that. 

For the 127 regiments of infantry and 
cavalry in che national guard “ there 
should have &-n 635 machine guns. 
There were but 172 with the regiments. 

The ordnance department hau only 
Fifty of these 
were needed for the ten new regular in- 
fantry regiments authorized by the na- 
tional defense act. It is true that there 
were sixty-seven guns in ene coast de- 
fenses, but they were needed there. 

At the time the call came we had avalil- 
able in the hands of the regular army 
forty-eight 3 inch guns, sixteen ~..0 inch 
mountain guns, eight 4.7 inch guns, 


howitzers. With the militia divisions we 
had eighty-six batteries, or 344 3 inch 
guns. 

Mexicans’ Supply of Guns. 

The Mexicans are known to have in 
their possession 50 3.2 inch guns, 348

Proposed revision of the city’s licens- 
ing ordinances has brought before a 
subcommittee of the committee on 
license a plan for licensing many pro- 
fessions and occupations not now hit by 
this form of taxation. 

Ald. John G. Horne yesterday made 
public a list of some suggestions sub- 
mitted to him. Many were made by 
George F. Lohman, cashier in the city 
collector’s office, who estimated the an- 
nual revenue from licenses would be 
increased at least $1,000,000 if his plan 
were carried out. | 

Among classes mentioned as those 
which should pay license fees are auc- 
tion jewelry houses, automobile agen- 
cies, bath houses, business colleges, 
cold storage warehouses, fruit and can- 
dy stores, laundries, shoe shining par- 
lors, vending and weighing machines, 
wholesale and retail-clothing shops, and 
wholesale and retail coal companies. 

The subcommittee also ia considering 
classifications under several existing 
license ordinances. As an example it 
is proposed to base the restaurant 
licenses of the future upon the capac- 
ities of the eating houses.

_ His father, it was learned, was a for- 
mer auditor of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company. According to the 
Pinkerton Detective agency, whose oper- 
ative trailed him to Florida and brought 
about his arrest, members of his family 
knew nothing of his thefts until the 
news of his capture was brought to 
them. 


Start for Boston. 

Federal authorities and an inspector 
from the Boston police department ‘ar. 
rived in Miami during the day, each de- 
termined to secure custody of Thatche:. 
This was given the former, and in the 
afternoon the bank robber and the 
woman he was arrested with started for 
Boston in charge of a United States mar- 
shal from the department of justice in 
Washington.
